A Word to the Colored Popula- 
tion. 


We would impress our colored people 
with the fact that in the Southern States 
three-fourths or more of the resident white 
population are Democaats, with whom they 
must share a common destiny for weal or 
woe. Constituting the mass of the popula- 
tion they should look to each other’s inter- 
ests with an eye single to the general good. 
Their action should be united in that pol- 
icy which is best calculated to subserve the 
great interests of all. .We are aware that 
the Radicals have labored to alienate the 
negroes from their true friends and to pois- 
on their minds against them, as the surest 
means of building unto themselves a party 
composed of negro voters, making it sub- 
servient to their own base and selfish pur- 
poses, As the natural friend and protector 
of the negro race, the Democratic party 
guarantees to it free and ample protection 
in all the rights of citizenship.

We hold in casting his suffrage 
with the- Democracy he will vote with @ 
party composing more than three-fourths of 
the white people of the South, and whose 
success will secure him the largest liberty 
under the Constitution and the rules of 
equity. Under any circumstances it is to 
that party he must look for happiness. Nor 
this alone. The Democratic party is con- 
controlled in action solely by the clearest 
provisions of the Constitution. By ad- 
hering to law, it subserves the great ends 
of citizenship, it matters not to what color 
applied. 

Composing more than two-thirds of the 
Southern population, it is but natural that 
the white people of the South should be 
more deeply interested in the welfare and 
advancement of the negro at their doors, 
than it is possible for Northern Radicals to 
be. Hence, in voting with the Democratic

In the six 
months of Col, Baugh’s adminstration the 
business of March was $6,000 greater than 
that of any other month and $32,000 more 
than the average. In March, 1867, the 
business was cut off by the flood, but the 
business of the first six days indicated that 
but for this it would have been the largest 
of that year. The gross earnings of March, 
1860, you state correctly : the expenses you 
donot. The amount given, doubtless, is 
correct as to the payments made in that 
month—but one who has “known some- 
thing of the history and management of 
the road for many years” should under- 
stand that the monthly payments do not 
really show the actual expenses for that 
month. Railroads do not make pur- 
chases exactly for the current month, 
and hence the working ex pences are never 
exactly ascertained until the close of the 
year, when an inventory is taken of all 
materials on hand. deducted from the pay- 
ments and charged to next year’s accounts. 
The expenses charged in February, 1860, 
were $47,956 42, an excess of more than 
$15,000 over the alleged expenses of March, 
while the earnings were only about $2,000 
more than those of March. Furthermore. 
the whole expenses for the year, as re- 
ported by Dr. Lewis, were $431,464 95, an 
average Of $35,955 41 per month ; and it 
is idle to suppose that the expenses of that 
month were below the average, while the 
earnings were greatly above the average. 
Your fiigures for the income of March, 
1866, arealso incorrect. The earnings of 
that month, as given in the published re- 
port, were $166,005 49. If you give the 
working expenses correctly—and I believe 
you are the only one who has ever at- 
tempted to do it—the net receipts were 
$66,364 57.
